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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

Applicant is required to update the status (pending, allowed, etc.) of all parent priority 
applications in the first line of the specification.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Masahiro (U.S. 
6,351,188). 

Regarding claim 1, Fig. 3 of Mashahiro discloses an amplifier system having a gain that 
is variable, comprising: a variable gain amplifier that provides the gain, having an input 
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impedance that varies with the gain, and a variable impedance device (1), operably coupled in 
parallel with the input impedance of the variable gain amplifier as mentioned in col. 5, lines 12- 
15. Masahiro further discloses that the variable impedance means is changing in the direction in 
which a gain of the signal amplifications means decrease, thus inherently supporting the claimed 
language of "wherein the variable impedance device is configured to provide an impedance that 
varies in opposition to the input impedance of the variable gain amplifier as the gain is varied", 
meeting claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Masahiro. 

Regarding claim 10, similar to claim 1, Fig. 3 of Mashahiro discloses a circuit that can be 
read as a receiver (instead of transmitter) having a power output that is variable, comprising: one 
or more variable gain amplifiers that provide a variable gain of an input signal to provide the 
variable power output, each of the variable gain amplifiers including an amplifier stage that 
provides a current that is variable, having an input impedance that varies with the gain, and a 
variable impedance device, operably coupled in parallel with the input impedance of the 
amplifier stage, wherein the variable impedance device is configured to provide an impedance 
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that varies in opposition to the input impedance of the amplifier stage as the gain is varied. 
However It would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to implement the circuit as a transmitter since it has been held that a 
recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed 
does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed 
structural limitation, meeting claim 10.
